Although the action left Morgan 
free to list either Lindsay or Garland 
as the .nominee of the democratic 
party, Morgan stated Saturday night 
that he had planned to abide by the 
decision of the Democratic State Con- 
gee) and had listed Garland as 
the paity’g@ nominee and Lindsay as 
an independént.on the ballots which 
he already had ordered.to be printed. 

“The judge’s decision has no effect 
on the case,” Mérgan said Saturday 
night in announcing his plans. 

Garland and his lawyer sought a@ 
petition and a mandamus to force 
Morgan to list Garland as the nomi- 
nee after withdrawing the Broach pe 
tition Saturday morning.

From Resting Place Beside Lee 


WASHINGTON, Oct. . 27.—(/)— 
Washington and Lee, names long con- 
nected in Virginia history, today part- 
el company at the capitoi. 

The bronze statue of the father of 
his country was removed from Statu- 
ary hall at the capitol and placed in 
the rotunda of the building, which has 
been made into a sort of hall of presi- 
dents. Valentine's Robert E. Lee, 
which has stood beside the copy of 
Houdon’s Washington in Statuary 
hall, will remain there. The change 
was made because some of the weight 
had to be taken from the floor of Stat- 
uary hall. 

Washington goes to the rotunda to 
join Jefferson, Lincoln, Grant, Jack- 
sou and Garfield, all presidents. With 
Jefferson he will guard the south en- 
trance to the rotunda. Grant and Lin- 
coln were placed at the west entrance 
and Garfield and Jackson at the north. 


Two other statues long in the ro- 
tunda will remain there, but the cap- 
itol orchitect’s office said that it was 
not planned to place other statues in 
that part of the building. The statues 
which will stand with the six presi- 
dents are those of Alexander Hamil- 


ton, first secretary of the treasury; 


and General Edward Dickenson Baker, 
who was killed in battle almost im- 
mediately after resigning as senator 
from Oregon, to fight for the United 
States in the Civil War. 

The Washington and Lee statues, 
the gift of Virginia to the Hall of 
Fame, have been side by side there 
since 1909.

FARLEY'S “ALIBI? 
SUORED BY 6. 0. 


Democratic Head Called 
“Collector of Dumb 
Stenographers.” 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—-(?)— 
Jumping into the administration mix- 
up over the gubernatorial campaign 
of Upton Sinclair in California, re- 
publican spokesmen today character- 
ized Postmaster-General Farley as 
“the world’s leading expert on col- 
lecting dumb stenographers.” 

Referring to a form letter rubber- 
stamped with Farley's name, urging 
the election of the former socialist, 
a G. O. P. statement asserted demo- 
cratic headquarters here had “con- 
cocted” an “alibi” by blaming the 
“mistake” on a minor employe. 

Democratic leaders made no imme- 
diately reply to this statement from 
the republican senatorial-congressional 
committee. Nor was there any denial 
of a solidifying opinion among ob- 
servers here that the administration 
would withhold all support from 
Sinclair. 

Text of Statement. 

The republican statement said in 
part: 

“That bewhiskered alibi of tired 
businessmen and over-smart politi- 
cians—just the work of a dumb ate- 
nographer—has once more been sum- 
moned to the colors by the New Deal 
administration. 

“The country is now asked to be- 
lieve that Democratic National Chair- 
man James J. Farley neither author- 
ized nor knew of the written indorse- 
ment he sent to the democratic state 
committee of California, urging the 
election of Sinclair. 

“It now turns out, according to the 
cock-and-bull story manufactured at 
democratic headquarters, that it was 
the work of a dumb stenographer. 

“Mr. Farley has no one but himself 
to blame if this is true. He is with- 
out doubt the world’s leading ‘expert 
on collecting dumb. stenographers.” 

While democratic officials contin- 
ued to be shy of questions by news- 
papermen about the letter it was gen- 
erally re-emphasized that neither the 
president nor Farley had indorsed 
Sinclair and that they would not. 

Creel’s Letter to Sinclair. 

Many observers here felt that the 
letter of repudiation addressed by 
George Creel, who was defeated for 
the California democratic governorship 
nomination, to Sinclair would act as 
a severe blow to the writer's chances 
of victory over Governor Frank F. 
Merriam, republican. Sinclair was 
held by his followers, however, to 
have an excellent chance of winning. 

The mixup over Sinclair served to 
hide some of the other political de- 
velopments of the day here. Some of 
them were: 

A prediction by Representative 
Byrns, of Tennessee, chairman of the 
democratic congressional committee, 
that democrats would win both the 
senate and house by two-thirds ma- 
jorities. 

A return by Senator Kean, repub- 
lican, New Jersey, reporting the big- 
gest campaign fund of any candidate 
thus far, with contributions by him- 
self of $50,000, and expenditures of 
$26,538 on exempt items, and $19,432 
for non-exempt outlays. 

A statement by the republican sena- 
torial-congressional committee listing 
receipts of $115,784 and expenditures 
of $110,908 in the campaign; 

A statement by the American Fed- 
eration of Iabor that 30 senators, 
who voted for the confirmation to 
the supreme court of Judge John J. 
Parker, of North Carolina in the 
Hoover administration, were now out 
of congress.

BERMAN SEEKS CHANGE 
BEER TAX SYSTEM 


A change in the method of taxing 
heer dealers will be advocated at the 
next session of council by Counceil- 
man Joseph E. Berman, he said Sat- 
urday. 

Berman proposes 
annual dealer licenses, the beer he 
taxed at l1-2-cent a bottle and the 
equivalent for kegs in order to dis- 
tribute the tax burden more equally.

“The navy believes that the coun- 
trys best defense against  large- 
scale air raids from overseas can be 
given by the navy itself,” said the 
admiral, who is acting chief of 
naval operations.

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DEADLOCK HOLDS

LONDON, Oct. 27.—(®)—A fort- 
night of talk about ways to limit their 
navies tonight apparently left an 
agreement among Japan, Great Brit- 
ain and the United States as far away 
as ever. 

One delegation’s spokesman went so 
far as to assert that the task of recon- 
ciling widely divergent views seemed 
hopeless.

Improvement of Chatta- 
hoochee - A palachicola 
Channels To Be Sought 
on November 8. 


COLUMBUS, Ga., Oct. 27.—(?)— 
Residents of the Atlanta and Colum- 
bus areas will meet at the Ralston 
hotel here November 8 with others 
interested to confer on a plan to bring 
about the improvement of the Chatta- 
hoochee-Apalachicola river system. 

The meeting follows up a_ recent 
conference in Columbus between rep- 
resentatives of the Atlanta committee 
on the development of the Chatta- 
hoochee river system and the Co- 
Iumbus co-ordinating council, the mar- 
or and commissioners of Columbus 
and the representatives of the Chat- 


tahoochee Valley and Gulf Associa- 
tion. 


Resolutions Adopted. 

At that session the following reso- 
lutions were adopted: 

“That a valley-wide meeting be held 
at an early date for the purpose of 
creating an organization or, by per- 
mission, adopting the existing title of 
Chattahoochee Valley and Gulf As- 
sociation and urging 

“The early completion of unfinished 
portions of the approved project for 
the intracoastal canal between New 
Orleans, La., and the Apalachicola riv- 
er, and 


“The improvement of the Chatta- 
hoochee-Apalachicola river system for 


its fullest utilization in harmony with 
the expressed policy of the adminis- 
tration.” 

The meetings as planned in Colum- 
bus, it was explained by sponsors, 
of inter- 
provement of the Chatta- 
hoochee-Apalachicola river system on 
a vast ecale. Congress already has 
recognized the possibilities of the river 
system for navigation purposes. 

A survey has been completed of the 
Chattahoochee river in Georgia and 
connecting waterways with such land 
cuts and locks as necessary to a point 
near Atlanta with a view to establish- 
ing navigation for barges and smal!

The English who were here in the 
18th century, bred the Spanish 
pointers with their hounds and the 
white English terriers. The result is 
the symmetrical and beautiful dog we 
know as the pointer of today. 

The old style pointer ran with a 
low head and hunted birds by foot 
scent. The pointer of today, and 
especially those trained for field trials, 
run with high heads and hunt by 
body scent, They are faster and more 
accurate, 

The pointer has an advantage in 
hot weather because of his short coat. 
But in winter and also when hunting 
in heavy cover he is at a disadvantage. 

The Florida pointers, not used to 
briars, have been known to rush into 
a briar patch before they realize what 
it is and then stand there until re- 
moved by their handlers.

results here in Atlanta. 


Peaches. 


In spite of the fact that we are) 
in the midst of the finest peach sec- | 
tion in the United States. there is| 
surprisingly little information gener-| 
aly known about this fine fruit. In 
the planting and growing of peaches’ 
for home consumption there are sev- | 
eral facts that should be well in mind. , 

If vou are fortunate enough to have 
a wide selection of places in which 
the trees may be planted, choose the} 
north side of a fairly steep hill for 
best results. ‘There are two reasons 
for this. There is always danger of | 
peaches blooming too early and then | 
suffering from a late frost, so for | 
that reason we should choose a cool, 
air-Irained position to hold the trees 
in a dormant condition as late as pos- 
sible, The steep hill will give the air 
drainage and the north side 
hill will be cooler than any other loca- |

_satisfactory while the tree is growing. 
jit is a good plan to plant some sort 
of a cover crop in the orchard during 
the winter. The two. cover crops used 
more than any others in orchards here 
are vetch and Austrian winter peas. 
If you have any use for hay, insist 
on vetch. Otherwise, use the peas, as 
they will improve the soil as much as 
vetch, and they are somewhat cheaper. 


There are literally hundreds of va- 
rieties of peaches from which we may 
choose the varieties for our home gar- 
den, but this is not as difficult a task 
as it seems, as the varieties most wide- 
ly planted are limited to about one 
dozen. 

Sometime when you are thinking of 
varieties of peaches to be planted, ask 
an old-fashioned fanmer what he would 
plant and in almost every case he will 
name at least a half-dozen varieties

In the old orchard there is some 
work that should be carried on this 
month to insure a good crop of sound 
fruit next year. For the borers they 
should be treated with paracide. This 
material when coming in contact with 
moisture lets off a gas that pene- 
trates the soil bringing death to the 
borers that are wintering in the soil, 
For San Jose scale, little scaly in- 
sects that appear to be a thick coat- 
ing of grey mildew covering the larg- 
er limbs usually, spray with lime sul- 
phur solution or scalecide after the 
trees are thoroughly dormant. 

This is also the correct time of the 
year to carry on the annual pruning. 
Remember to keep the head of the 
tree well open, removing all dead or 
diseased limbs, and keeping the tree 
the same size as it was the 


Apples. 

There is a wonderful tribute made 
to the apple family every year. Each 
year there are more apple trees plant- 
ed than any other fruit. This is @ 
wonderful tribute to the general satis- 
faction of the tree throughout the 
country. In addition to this fact it 
must be borne in mind that apple 
trees may be depended upon to bear 
for from 10 to 20 years, which is 
considerably longer than a great many 
other fruits. 

Another reason for the popularity 
of this fruit is the fact that it is 
fairly disease-resistant. This does not 
mean that they may be depended upon 
to grow without the proper care, but 
it does mean that there will be fewer 
years with no yield and that spraying 
need not be carried on with the same 
regularity that peaches require. For 
dormant spraying use scalecide now. 

We always dread recommending vase 
rieties of apples to be planted. In ap- 
ples we have some very decided pers 
sonal preferences and we are always 


afraid that these preferences will get 


the best of our better judgment. On the 
other hand, there are varieties that 
should be found in every orchard, soe 
with the above warning we will rece 
ommend a few varieties. For the spicy 
winter apples plant Stayman’s Wine- 
sap or Winesap, for the little boys 
in the neighborhood | plant severah 
Yates, as these not only have a fine 
flavor after frost has hit them, but 
they also make good ammunition for 
apple fights. Red June, Delicious and 


| Yellow Transparent are all good mel- 
low apples. 


Figs. 

Although we are just a little fag 
north for figs to grow at their best, 
a few bushes shonld be planted for the 


years in which they do bear well. The 


usual trouble is that they are winter 
killed occasionally. If this happens, 
however. simply remove all of the 
limbs right down to the ground and 
after a couple of years have passed 
the bush will be large enough to bee 
gin bearing again, 

The most widely planted variety is 
Brown Turkey and it combines large 
size with a very fine flavor. The 
flavor is not quite as good as Celeste 
but it is consistently larger and seems 
to be a little more hardy than Ce- 
leste. 

Apricots. 

The apricot tree is perfectly hardy 
in our climate, but there is always 
danger of the buds of blossoms being 
killed by late frosts. For that reason, 
preparations should be made in ade 
vance, such as the procuring of cane 
vas or burlap for covering the tree

This fruit generally ripens just bee 
fore the earliest peaches, that is, dur- 
ing late May or early June, depende 
ing somewhat upon the particular seae 
son. 

Persimmons, 


We, of the south, are so accustomed 
to thinking of persimmons in the 
terms of the wild fruits native to our 
woods that it is hard to think of 
planting a persimmon tree in the ore 
chard. But we should do so. The 
Japanese varieties are generally plant- 
ed in the orchard and are much larger 
than the native persimmons, and we 
presume that the ’possums will enjoy 
them just as much as the native wild 
ones. 

Pears. 

There are several varieties of pears 
that may be depended upon for good 
results in this section of the south, 
The pineapple pear is almost blight

BULBS—November is the best month 
for planting all kinds of apring flow- 
ering bulbs: Crocus, grape hyacinthe, 
snowdrops for very early flowers: tnu- 
lips, daffodils, hyacinths and anem- 
ones for March and April flowers 
in the bulb garden. Plant paper 
white narcisans, lily of the valley, 
hyachinths and atingle early flowering 
tulins in the honse for winter beauty. 

SHRUBBERY—Norembher is the accept- 
ed month for planting all kinds of 
shrubs, both the evergreens and the 
flowering shrubs. Plant them asalight- 
ly deeper than they stood in the 
nursery, 

ROSES—The later half of this month 
is best for roses to he planted. 

LILIES—Plant regal lilies. speciosum 
magnificum, tiger Wily and lily of 
the valley out of doors.

One of 
my friends has a little baby and 
during the storm they had to yva- 
cate their home with the baby, 
as the sea wall collapsed and the 
house was so close to the water. 
For five days afterward we had 
no water or lights. Fire trucks 
came every morning and after- 
noon give water. The poor 
awahs have certainly worked hard 
carrying water.’ Only one for- 
eigner was missing when Mrs. 
Wilson wrote, and she did not 
Know him, although she knew his 
Sisté@r-in-law. :

Heart-rending pictures of the 
ruin wrought by the storm were 
Shown in the Japanese pictorial 
sent by Mrs. Wilson. A_ gor- 
geous temple, five stories’ in 


height and located near Kobe, was 


completely demolished, crushing 
numerous people to death when it 
fell, and leaving wreckage which 
looked like so much _ kindling. 
Trains were blown off the tracks 
and overturned, hospitals were 
destroyed, and main streets of 
cities looked like rivers in the 
picturés. Newspaper offices were 
turned into relief centers, where. 
contributions were taken for the 
suffering, and stations were set 
up where the distressed could 
send messages to relatives free. 
People were there to write for 
the illiterate, and large groups 
of Japanese women made rice 
cakes to distribute to®the hun- 
gry. A high Japanese official was 
sent by the emperor to investi- 
gate the relief and the effects of 
the disaster, and important men 
from all over the world sent mes- 
sages of sympathy. 

In spite of the horrible condi- 
tions, the Wilsons suffered no 
greater consequences than the 
nervous shock and the damage to 
their garden. For some _ time, 
however, they were unable to go 
out much because of the grue- 
some sights everywhere. Mr. and 
Mrs. Wilson occupy an attractive 
house in the English section of 
Kobe and have an_ interesting 
circle of friends among the for- 
igners stationed in Kobe.

The ninth biennial convention of 
the United Lutheran church in Amer- 
ica, held in Savannah October 17-24, 
convened at the Hotel DeSoto, with 
the opening communion service at the 
historical Iutheran Church of the 
Ascension, Rev. C. A. Linn, pastor. 
This church was founded by John 
Martin Bolzius April 14, 1741. The 
present building was erected in 1843 
and reconstructed in 1879. Women 
delegates numbering 300 were roy- 
ally entertained by a full week’s pro- 
gram, beginning with an informal re- 
ception, sponsored by Lutheran 
churches of Savannah, at the Y. W. 
C. A. There were sight-seeing trips 
in and about the city, including a 
visit to the Georgia State Industrial 
College. NSpirituals, sung by students, 
featured the program. At the college 
Miss Mary Markley, of Washington, 
D. C., secretary of the board of edu- 
cation of the church, spoke on edu- 
cation. An informal “at home” at 
the Epting Memorial parish hall of 
the St. Paul’s Lutheran church and 
a delightful women’s banquet in the 
palm room of the Savannah hotel. 
Special after-dinner talks were en- 
gaged in by the president of the W. 
M. S., Mrs. Clarence FE. Gardner. of 
Indianapolis, Ind.; Miss Amelia 
Kemp. executive secretary, Philadel- 
phia, Pa.; Miss Mary Markley, Wash- 
ington, D. C., secretary of the board 
of education. 


The principal interest of the con- 
vention centered around a great mass 
service at the auditorium Sunday aft- 
ernoon, a joint celebration of the 
400th anniversary of the translation 
of the Bible by Martin Luther, and 
of the landing of the Salzburgers in 
Georgia. The Rev. A. R. entz, 
of Gettysburg, Pa., professor of 
church history at the Gettysburg The- 
ological Seminary, addressed the meet- 
ing and stated that “the greatest need 
of our day for this troubled world is 
a strong infusion of that moral ear- 
nestness which was the outstanding 
characteristic of the Salzburgers.” 

Saturday afternoon there was a pil- 


grimage of all delegates to Jerusa- 


lem church, Ebenezer, in Effingham 
county, scene of the religious worship 
of the early Salzburgers, where a pag- 
ent depicting their life and landing 
was given. e congregation was 
founded in Augsburg, Germany, After 
exile from Salzburg, emigrated to 
Yeorgia in 1734. when the first Sun- 
day school in Georgia was founded, 
and the first orphanage in Georgia 
in 1737. Jerusalem church, the pres- 
ent building erected 1767-69, is the 
only colonial public building now re- 
maining in the state of Georgia. 


“The Salt That Kept Its Savor” 
was the topic of Dr. Wentz’s ad- 
dress. He referred to the inspira- 
tion given the Salzburgers by their 
Bible, for to people such as_ they 
were, Luther had translated the Bible 
from Hebrew and Greek into German, 
and the appearance of the German Bi- 
ble as “fa milestone in the literar 
and religious history of the world, 
and how it had become the examples 
of other translations into more than 
1,000 languages of the world. Rey. 
George William Brown, general secre- 
tary of the American Bible Society, 
gave a splendid tribute to the contri- 


bution of Martin Luther as translator, | 


thereby being the direct means of 
spreading the Gospel throughout the 
world. Sunday afternoon a_ choral 
vespers at’ the auditorium was an 
outstanding feature of the conven- 
tion, at which 20 choirs of the city 
were represented, a total of over 100 
voices accompanied by the Savannah 
Philharmonic orchestra.

Lison’s demands for money 
were insatiable and Ullmo, who had 
formed the narcotic habit on a voyage 
to the Orient, thought up a p!an. 

In Septembe®, of 1907, the Minister 
of Marine got an anonymous letter 
stating that the writer had come into 


possession of important documents in- 
cluding the code of secret naval sig- 
nals, the map of secret channels and 
the secret marine code, and would 
peddle them to the Germans unless he 
received 150,000 francs. The letter 
was signed “Pierre.” It demanded that 
all replies should be signed “Paul.” 

It was Fernand Sulzbach, of the 
Surete Generale, to whom was assigned 
the task of running down the mys- 
terious traitor. Sulzbach lately 
disclosed how he became “Paul,” 
interchanged several letters with 
“Pierre,” and finally agreed to 
meet him on a lonely road in the 
gorge of Ollioules, near Toulon. 
Sulzbach pretended to have the 
ransom-money for the documents. 
In the act of handing the money 
over to “Pierre,’’ who covered him 
with a pistol, the bold officer over- 
powered his man and captured 
him, 

It was Ullmo. His trial was the 
most sensational thing of its kind 
since the Dreyfus affair. At its 
end, though convicted, Ullmo rose 
before the military court and gaid: 

“Commander, I stand before 
you, I face you. I face these of- 
ficers, I repeat to your face that 
I may have fallen very low but I 


was never a traitor.” 

That he had only threatened, 
not actually disclosed any secrets, 
was urged again and again by 
Madeleine Poirer in her ten-year 
fight. But the “mystic engage- 
ment” which she announced after 
her victory has collided with 
Ullmo’s Messianic mission. To an 
interviewer, at latest advices, he 
said: 

“I demand a hearing from men of 
faith who base their hopes on the 
thousand-year-old promise of the 
Scriptures. I assure you that I am 
He who was to come. Why do you 
consider it offensive or puerile to ac- 
cept the hypothesis that this return 
may take place today, and through the 
least expected of men?” 

Ullmo has announced his return to 
Cayenne in November.

Back in town various neighbors 
were questioned for possible clues 
L. P. McDonald, who lived just 
across the street from the Dumis 
home, said he was reading a news- 
paper on his front porch between 
5:30 and 6:30 a. m. and had heard 
no ‘shot nor seen any one enter 
or leave the house. Vines par- 
tially obstructed his view. No one 
else had seen any one nor heard 
any shot. 

Ed Brinker, named an honorary 
pallbearer by the widow. told 
Deputy Sheriff Monroe Watts that 
he had talked to McSwain late the 
night of the 27th and that he 
seemed greatly depressed by some- 
thing. “If you ask me,” said 
Brinker, “I think it was suicide.” 

As for Townsend and Ramsey, 
he continued, he had observed 
Townsend standing near the fire 
station at 6:30 a. m. the morning 
of the tragedy, and that he had 
observed Ramsey walking toward 
the ice plant from the direction of 
the Dumis home. ‘He seemed 
very nervous,” he added. 

Brinker, during this conversa- 
tion with Deputy Watts, was sit- 
ting in his car with the left door 
open and his left foot on the run- 
ning board. Watts was express- 
ing the thought that 
mony struck him as being rather 
damning to Townsend and Ram- 
sey when he_ suddenly noticed 
something. 

There was a red splotch on Ed 
Brinker's shoes. It looked Hke 
blood. 

Brinker was locked up as @n- 
other suspect. 

Early Friday Ramsey was taken 
into custody at his son’s home 
in Naples. Others arrested were 
Mrs. Alta Thrapp. a friend of 
Ramsey, and Paul White, a neph- 
ew of Townsend. 

Neighbors declared they had 
seen Townsend in the vicinity of 
‘he ice plant at about 6:30 a. m. 
In the face of mounting evidence 
against him, Townsend admitted 
stealing the sugar and operating 
the still, but denied anv knowl- 
edge of the tragedy. Ramsey ad- 
mitted helping Townsend with the 
still but insisted he had gone to 
the ice plant the morning Mc- 
Swain died. 

Why had Ramsey left town? 
He said Ed Brinkler had been 
yromising to take him to Naples 
for two davs but had failed to do 
so. Accordingly he had caught a 
freight train at 5:30 a. m. He 
further stated he had visited the 
Powers home the afternoon before 
the tragedy and witnessed the vio- 
lent argument between Brinker 
and his wife. 

Later he had seen Mrs. Brinker. 
he said. and noticed that one of 
her eves was black and her face 
bruised. Ramsey quoted Brinker 
as saving he was short on funds. 
had asked McSwain.-for a loan 
and been refused. 

Now back to Ed Brinker—

However, Jack Powers, 14-year- 
old son of Special Officer Powers, 
who worked for the Community 
Ice Company, stated he was sure 
Brinker had not arrived at the 
plant until about 9 a. m., and Of- 
ficer Chilcote recalled going 
through the ice _ factory 
Brinker at about 2 a.m. He said 
the door was not ajar but merely 
unlocked. . 

Matters looked much worse for 
Brinker when Deputy Watts went 
to the tourist camp and searched 
the suitcases 

He found a blood-spotted shirt 
and pair of trousers which ap- 
peared very incriminating until 
Mrs. Brinker exhibited her black- 
ened eye and bruised face and de- 
clared the blood had come from 
her nose. Her dress had been cov- 
ered with blood. she said, and both 
she and Ed had changed clothes. 

Said Brinker, “The idea of me 
killing McSwain is_ ridiculous 
Why, he was one of my best 
friends!” 

The three suspects—Townsenda 
Ramsev and Brinker—were ques- 
tioned at length by District At- 
tornev E. L. Lincoln but nothing 
new developed. The facts were 
placed before the grand jury but 
no murder indictments were found 

Townsend and Ramsey were in- 
dicted for operating a still, and 
Townsend was also indicted fo. 
the sugar theft. Brinker was re- 
leased. 

Mrs. McSwain. who was to have 
a baby in the early spring, did not! 
return to Texarkana until afte) 
her stricken sister died, about a 
month after McSwain’'s death. She 
operated the lunch room, at the 
same time seeking a buyer for it 
Ed Brinker helped her about the 
restaurant, and was also of as- 
sistance in attending to her busi- 
ness affairs. 

According to her, the note found 
in the handkerchief was a forgery. 

In August she disposed of the 
lunchroom and went to Alabama 
for a visit. Returning September 
10, she told friends that het 
brother, F. C. McCauley, of Bir- 
mingham, was coming to Texar- 
kana to help in the murder inves- 
tigation. 

Brinker had been planning to 
close the ice plant for the season 
within about three weeks, he had 
told the widow. Instead he closed 
the plant and went to his father’s 
home at Sulphur Springs on the 
day McCauley arrived. Mrs. Mc- 
Swain now told the police she be- 
lieved Brinker knew more about 
the tragedy than he had revealec 


Two Texas Rangers 


Assigned to Case. 


But several weeks passed anc 
the authorities were no nearer the 
solution. Then, early in Novem- 
ber, the widow asked that a Texas 
Ranger be assigned to the case. A 
joint request by the sheriff and 
district attorney brought Sergeant 
George H. Johnson, Company C, 
and Snecial Ranger C. M. (Buck) 
Weaver to the scene of the mys- 
tery. 

They arrived Sunday, November 
12, and on the following day 
Townsend and Ramsey were re- 
arrested. Ramsey was taken to 
the county jail at Boston, while 
Townsend was held in Texarkana. 
The pair held to their original 
stories during 28 hours of grilling. 

Ed Brinker, summoned by tele- 
phone, reached Texarkana on No- 
vember 17, accompanied bv his 
father and J. K. Brim, prominent 
attorney and politician. The young 
man was indignant at being ac- 
eused and remained unshaken 
through sesisons of questioning. 

The first break in his story, ac- 
cording to the police, came at 9:30 
». m., that same dav, when Ram- 
sev confronted him and demand- 
ed to know why he (Brinker) had 
told officers he had seen Ramse\ 
come from the Dumis home to the 
ice plant the morning of the 
crime.

Brinker blurted. 

The grilling continued until 

hidnight with no further dis- 
closures, so the group of investi- 
gators conferred and decided on a 
new plan of action. After the 
stage was set, he was led into the 
sheriff's office. 

Suddenly the lights went out, 
and there was the roar of a shot- 
gun. An intervening door was 
thrust open. The lights flared 
again. On the floor was what 
seemed to be a body in a blood- 
soaked sheet. Brinker stood trem- 
bling. the death weapon in his 
hands. 

“Take that sheet off McSwain’s 
face and see how you left him!” 
a voice ordered.

Brinker became more confused in 
his story. Confronted with the fact 
that he deposited $35 the morning 
of the tragedy after having told 
Officer Chilcote he had only about 
$7, he finally broke down, the po- 
lice announced, and agreed to tell 
everything. 

“I had lost about $50 to Mc- 
Swain in a dice game,” he was 
quoted as saying, “and I believed 
he had used crooked dice. I made 
up my mind to get the mone; 
back. I watched the Dumis house 
from the windows in the ice house 
until I saw Dumis leave. 


“After he had gone I went ove! 
and cut the window screen with 
my knife and went to McSwain's 
bedroom. We had a scuffle over 
Dumis’ gun and I shot him. I then 
wrapped him in a sheet and put 
him in the closet?’ 

District Attorney Lincoln was 
hastily summoned from his home. 
je saw a discrepancy in the con- 
fession, for Brinker said he wrap- 
ped the sheet around McSwain 
after he fired the shot, which was 
contrary to the facts. 

“If vou are going to confess,’ 
said Lincoln, ‘‘tell the truth about 
ag 

Brinker, according to the police 
then made a second detailed con- 
fession in which he admitted he 
choked McSwain into unconscious- 
ness, wrapped him in the sheet 
Dlaced him in the pantry, and 
then shot him. He took about $40 
from the victim’s pocket. 

As for the note. he had written 
one before he entered the house, 
he said, but after the murder he 
noticed the pad of paper and cop- 
ied the note on McSwain’s own 
naper. He said he wiped up blood 
about the kitchen with towels 
which he had concealed in the 
woods near Texarkana. 

As he was being taken to the 
county jail, the prisoner tried to 
locate the bloody towels but failed. 

Later in the day Mrs. Brinker 
was arrested at Sulphur Sprjngs 
as a suspected accomplice in the 
crime. Also, that same morning 
at 11:30, District Attorney Lincoln 
obtained another detailed confes- 


sion in the presence of witnesses. 
This move was taken to forestall 
a defense contention that Fvinker 
had confessed under duress. 


Father Hires a Small 


Army of Lawyers. 


Judge Hicks Harvey immediately 
reconvened the grand jury and 
Brinker was indicted November 28. 
Meanwhile the accused man’s 
father hired a Houston firm of 29 
lawyers and a firm of four leading 
attorneys of Tekarkana, in addi- 
tion to Brim, his personal ate 
torney. 

The trial began January 15, 
1934. The defense fought acmis- 
sion of the alleged confessions, 
holding that they had been ob- 
tained by force. Judge Harvey 
finally allowed the confessions to 
be introduced. No other state- 
ments made by the defendant 
were permitted to go into the evi- 
dence. 

Mrs. Brinker testified 
blood on his clothing came from 
her nose, the result of a beaiing 
he had given her after leaving the 
Powers home. 

The defendant did not take the 
stand. 

The case went to the jury at 4 
p. m., January 25, Judee Harvey 
instructing them to return an ace 
quittal if they believed the cone 
fessions had been obtained illegal- 
ly. The jury got as far as 10 to 
2 for conviction and remained 
deadlocked there until 2:30 p. m,, 
January 27, when they were dis- 
missed. 

A few wecks after the trial end- 
ed Mrs. McSwain’'s baby was born 
dead. 

The second trial opened Sep- 
tember 12. Brinker took the stand 
in his own defense this time and 
swore that he confessed because 
he feared he would be killed if 
he did not. “I would have signed 
anything,” he said. 

The case reached the jury on 
the 17th. The following morning 
at 9:25 they returned a verdict of 
not guilty.

No. 114.—* Josiah Has the Book of the Covenant Read in Solemn Assem bly.”"—After Hezekiah's death Manasseh, his son, reigned to his stead, 
and under his leadership the children of Israel in Judah fell again into idolatry. Manasseh was succeeded by his son, Amon, who did evil in 
the sight of the Lord as his father had done. Amon’s servants conspired against him and killed him, and Josiah, his son, ascended the throne. 
Josiah ruled $1 years in Jerusalem, doing that which was right in the sight of the Lord. In the eighteenth year of his reign Josiah sent Shapan 
to Hilkiah, the high priest. with orders for the repair of the temple, and Hilkiah. who had found the bock of the law. gave it to Shapan to 
read. Shapan read the book before the king, and when Josiah heard the words of the book of the law. he rent his clothes. Josiah then com- 
manded Hilkiah and others to inquire of the Lord for him and his peorle concerning the words of the book of the law, which told of the 
Lord’s wrath against Israel because her people had not harkened to the words of the law. They went to Huldah, a prophetess, who confirmed 
the judgment and prophesied the destruction of Jerusalem, but explained that its execution would be deferred during the lifetime of Josiah. 
Through Huldah, the Lord spoke to Josiah, saying, “Behold therefore, I will gather thee unto thy fathers and then shalt be gathered into 
thy grave in peace, and thine eyes shall not see all the evils which I will bring upon this place. And they brought the king word again.”

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WEALTH of inferences 
A can be gained during the 

bidding of a hand from 
the free bids one’s partner makes, 
and an equally large number of 
inferences can be obtained from a 
players’ failure to make a free bid. 
We all know that if our partner 
bids a spade and the next hand 
passes and we hold five spades to 
the nine, three hearts to the king, 
two diamonds and three clubs, a 
raise to two spades is justified on 
the distribution. It is equally im- 
portant to know, however, that if 
our partner's spade bid is over- 
called with two of another suit, 
we now need not and should not 
raise on this particular holding. 
The intervening overcall of course 
has guaranteed that the bidding 
will come around again to our 
partner, and he, if he has a good 
hand, will take further action. 
The raise can be given later if it 
seems expedient. 

Thus when we do give a free 
raise our partner has a right to 
expect a certain definite amount 
of strength in our hand and he 
will base his future bids on the 
assumption that he will find a 
sound dummy rather than one on 
which a shaded or chance-giving 
raise might have been given. 

In connection with the use of 
free bids, however, one more thing 
must be taken fnto consideration. 
If your partner's. opening bid is 
overcalled and you refrain from 


raising him because you have a

South would be 
forced to respond to it with two 
hearts if he held a complete Yar- 
borough and nothing but three 
small trumps. With definitety 
good support for his partner's sult, 
South therefore must respond to 
the double with a jump to three. 
This bid is really only a single 
raise. South knows that he now 
cannot possibly mislead his part- 
ner, as to the strength of his hand 
since he failed to bid on the first 
round.

In the play East opened the dia- 
mond king and when West signal- 
led frantically with the jack a low 


diamond was continued '§ and 
West's ace was trumped by the de- 
clarer. The ace of hearts was now 
laid down and the declarer entered 
dummy by leading a low club, The 
jack of hearts was now led from 
dummy, and when West played 
low, North permitted the jack to 
hold the trick. He decided to take 
the finesse rather than play for 
the break for two reasons. His 
own hand was unbalanced in pat- 
tern—containing a singleton. Un- 
der the law of symmetry North 
decided that since he held 5-4-3-1 
distribution, the precentage favor- 
ed one suit being divided in the 
same manner. Still more import- 
ant, however, was North's visuale- 
ization of East's hand from the 
bidding. He knew the East player 
had overcalled when vulnerable 
with only jack high in spades and 
king high in diamonds and with 
nothing in the other two suits, 
The only excuse for an overcall 
with this sparsity of honor 
strength must be found in distri- 
bution. Therefore, it appeared to 
North that a singleton heart must 
have been part of the justification 
for East's bid. 

When the heart finesse held, the 
declarer was able to spread the 
hand and claim the rest of the 
tricks. The hand was excellently 
bid and well guessed in the play.
